| ber of two thouland or thereabours , Dermond Oconner, as Generall, 


| (for ſo they termed him) of the Bownoghs ; Theſe being gathered 
| toa head, attended their opportunity to giue ſome blow to our For- 
ces , yet never did encounter them , untill they were in their rerurne 
within fiue Miles of Corke. In the mid way berwixt that Citie and 
Kinſale, there is a foord & a bridge , over the river called Awyneboy,. 
Here the rebels lay cloſe in an ambuſh on the North fide of the ri- 
ver,in aglynn berween two hils,and alſo on the South (1de,in a ſcrub- 
bie Wood neere the river : The Companies comming on, nor think- 
ing thereto expeCt an Enemy, marched ſcarce orderly, and but a fewy 
maches burning , Captaine Tobn *Boſtocke, riding a good pretty di- 
ſtance before them, and paſt the bridge, eſpied the Morians of ſome 
of the ſuncke ambuſh in the Glinn,, preſently retiring backe gaue 
notice of the Enemy , and willedthem to prepare themſelues. The 
rebels finding that i were diſcovered, preſently roſe,and charged 
our men before they were well ordered ; Captaine Flower the 
Commander finding himſelfe oppreſt with numbers, drew to the 
wals of an old ruinous Caſtle to the Eaſtward , neere halfe a mile

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routing, were charged home both with Horle and Foote. Flower to 
prevent the danger, directed Licuetenant Lane , officer to Sir John 
*Barkley , to lie inambuſh under an old ditch , with a ſquadron of 
Musketiers ; Carbry Oconner brother to Dermond aforeſaid, carge on 
with his Company , following the execution of ſome of our men, 
untill kee fell into the ambuſh, where hearing avolley of ſhot deli- 
vered upon them, Carbry with other. Gentlemen were laine ; Ar 
which accident the rebels being amazed, the Horſe tooke the oppor- 
runity , and chardged them with ſuch reſolution , as inſtantly they 
rowred , and our men fell upon the execution of them : In which 
ChargeI cannot bur particularly commend Robert Tent, Sir Anthony 
Cooks Cornet, who did behaue himſelfe with extraordinary valour : 
beſides Carbry Oconner , ninetic eight were laine in the place, and 

neere 


diſtant for his ſafety , in which retrait , they being upon the point of | 
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neere that number hurt, whereof divers afterwards died : On our 
part, none of note kurt, but Greame, brother to Captaine Richard 
Greame, and eight Souldiers : Captaine Flower, ( who did that da 
admirably well) had rwo Horſes tlaine ugder him,and received ſun- 
dric wounds, both with ſword and pike , and it was his fortuneto 
encounter with Dermond 0 Conner , at whom hee dilcharged his Pi- 
ſtoll, which lighted upon his Targett, whereby he received no hurt. 
Thar night they marched into Kinelmekagh and —_— beyond 
the Bridge of Balline Courſie , where they ſtdyed with their hurt 
men two nights ; thethird day in the evening they diſperſed their 
Companies to thoſe Countries where they had Bonaughr. 

The fame day Captaine Francs Slingsby , Commaunder of the 
Lord Preſidents Foot Companie, and garriſon at Kilmallock,where 
chere was the Lord Preſidents rwo. hundred Foot, Captaine Clares 
one hundred and hiftie,twentie five of Sir Anthony Cooke his Troope, 


and twelue of Sir George Thorntons Horſe, drew toorth in the night, 


part of that garriſon., to take the prey of The Brough, a Caſtle of |

About this time alſo the Lord preſident began to-giue forth { pee- 
' ches of a Iourney,that he ſpeedily intended towards Limricke, with 
| apurpoſeto burne and ſpoile all the Rebels Houſes and Corne, and 
| ro take the prey of the countrie neere adioyning, through which his 
| Armie ſhouldpaſle , whether is werethe brute of this Lournie, or 
the hard meaſure that hee had, lately received at the bands of the 
| Arch-rraitors, Tyrone and Deſmond, the white Knight (whoſe coun- 
| trielay neereto the way asthe Armic ſhould march ) ſought by the 
' meanes of Sir George Thormon, to bee received into protection, pro- 
| miling to repaire and recoverthe credit hee bad loſt;by his lewd and 
. diſloyall,courſes , which afterwards: he ipetformed accordingly as 
| ſhall be ſhewediin its due place. 3, | 
\ - Abour this time alſo William Barrett of Ballencolly ;and Fac 
Mawghe Condon, both chicte of ſmall Countreyes , ſubmurted them- 
ſelues ro her Majeſtics mercie. But the principall marke which the 
| Lord Preſident aymed at, before his entrance into the Field with his | 
| Armie, was toreclaime (if poſſible ie mighe be) Florence Mac Cartie 
/ (before ſpoken of) from further purſuing thoſe hatetull and imgrate- 
' full courſes , which unadviledly he had curred into. Thus hee des | 
| red for divers reaſons: Firſt and eſpecially for the ſervice, which 
| he forelaw might receive ſome good countenance by hus ſubjection, 
Secondly, becauſe (if hee continued in action) of- neceſsitic hee mult 
bee conſtrained ro iumploy:a great part of his Forces ( which hee 
thought both inconvenient = dangerous to bee divided) to follovy 
the proſecution of him and his Complices ; And laſtly, a good opi- ' 
'nion which ſome his honourable friends in England, and himſclfe, 
| alſo had conceived of him : For theſe caules, was the Preſident mo- | 
| vedearneſtly to defire , tharthis Florence might bee ſtayed from fur- | 
ther perliſting in thoſe exorbitant courſes, and the rather, becauſe the | 
ſaid Florence had written Letters unto him, which upon his way in- | 
to Mounſter hee received, that afſoone as hee ſhould come to Corke, | 
hee would preſent himſelfe perſonally tro him, aud doe all his en- | 
deavours to advance the Service. All which being made knowen 
by the Lord Preſident to the Earle of Thomond y he intreated the ſaid | 
Earle , and Sir Nicholas Welſb,to joyne with Jobs fits Edmonds, Flo- | 
| rence his Godfather, (a man very famous in thoſe - , four his lear- 
| ning and liberal] hoſpitaliciean catertaining of ftrangers}ro ſend 2 
| Meſſenger , to lignifie to Florence. Har Cartie , that they were very 
deſirous roconferre with him, about cercaine particularities concer- | 
ning his owne good. By his Letter remiſed in anfvver of thus mel- | 
ſage, hee appoynted both a time and place for their mecring,vvhich | 
was accordingly performed. After more then rwyo houres ſpent, 
| and many Oathes paſſed , as well by the Earle as Sir Nicholas hey | 
that 
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| tharthe Preſident had promiſed his fafe ceturhe - with fearefull guil.- 
rinefſe hee came to Corke, and from thence to Shandon Caſtle,upon |

thethird of May, 1600, where the Lord Prefident remained ar that 
time, before whom when hee had preſented himfelfe, hee made 
his ſubmiſsion upon his knees , with many prorteſtations of the (in- 
ceritie of his Heart, and the true loyaltie , which hee alwayes bare 
rowards her Majeſtic, deliring that hee might bee received into her 


Majeſties favour , and hee would ferue her as faithfully and untfai- 
nedly-. as any man in Mounſter. The Lord Preſident reprooved | 
him-very ſharply, for his crayterous behaviours, laying betore him | 
the odiouſneſl and fouilnefle of his faulrs, and the monitrous ingra- | 
tirude-towards her Majeſtic , from whom' hee had received many 
reat benefits, and gracious favours :* Thele ſpeeches fmiſhed, the 
Preſident bade him to ſtand up ; when as both hee, and the Earle of 
Thomond, Sir Nicholas Welſh, and Toba fits Edmund , did every of them | 
very feelingly preach Obedience untohim : His anſwer being very 
generall , carried great ſhew of loyaltie and obedience at thar time. | 
Vpon the next morrow' hee was called before the Preſident and 
Councell, who was againe urged'(by them all in generall) not one- | 


yu deſiſt from proceeding in evill, but withalacritie of mindeto |

| Licence might bee graunted unto him, to write to-his honourable 
friends in England , to worke for him the afvre recited Conditions, 
| which withour any great difficultie was permitted. Laſtly, the 
| Preſident queſtioned with him what hee intended to doe, if cheſe- 
| his deſires were not ſatished ; thereupon hee {ware upon a Booke, | 
| that hee would never beare Armes againſt her Majeſtics Forces, (ex- 
 Cept hee were aſſaulted in Deſmond) and that his followers ſhould 
| likewiſe abſtainefrom actuall rebellion ; and further, that he would 
ſend him intelligence from time to time, of the Rebells proceedings, 
and doe him Þe beſt underhand-ſervice that poſsibly hee could. 
Now had the Preſident effected a great part of his defires,namely:thar 
by Florence his remaining in Neutralitie, his Forces might be whol- 
ly imployed againſt Iames fits Thomas » who being once llaine or ba- 
niſhed,it would bee an caſte matter to teach him to ſpeake in a more 
ſubmiſsiue language, and forget to capitulate either for Lands, Title, 
or Charge: Florence is now . Avg rowards his Countrey of Deſ- 
mond, where leaving him in ſuſpence, berwyixt doubt and feare,wee 
will proceed in the accidents of Corke. 

Now the Preſident diſcerning this Warre in Mounſter to be like 
a Monſter with many Heads, . or a Servant that muſt obey divers 
Maſters, did thinke thus ; that if the Heads themſelues might bee ſer 
atvariance , they would proue the moſt fic Inſtruments to ruine one 
another : The two chictc Heads were the Sugan Earle (for ſo they 
called Deſmond) Commander of the Provincials,and Dermond 0 Con- 
ner Generall of the Bownoghs before mentioned. This Dermond 
0 Conner was apoore man in the beginning of his fortune, and not 
Owner of two Plough Lands, in Connaght his natiue Countrie, his 
reputation grew partly by his wife , who was daughter tothe old 
Earle of Deſmond , and partly by his valour , being reputed one of 
the moſt valiant Leaders , and beſt Commanders amongſt the Iriſh 
rebels. By meanes whereof he had now the command of foure- 
teene hundred men in his owne Bonaght, and beſides that, might 
ſtrike a great ſtroke with the other , being by Tyrone at his departure 
our of Mounſter , ordained chiefe Commander of them all. "This 
man did the Preſident make choiſe to deale withall , for thele rea- 
ſons : Firlt becauſe hee knew that the ſaid Dermond being a meere 
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dent, if you ſhall performe , you may deſerue not onely Pardon for 
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Mercenary, and lerving in Mounſter onely for pay, might be induced 
| by large Summes of monie,to ſerue the Queenealwell as the rebels : 
| Secondly, hee had a very fit Inſtrument, whereby the more eaſily to 
worke him to his will, namely his Wife , who being brought up 
ſome part of her time amongſt the Engliſh, had nor only learned the 


| language, bur ſtood reaſonably well affected to che Engliſh governe- | 
, ment, and likely it was that ſhee would uſe all her induſtry, to ad- | 
| vancethe ſervice, in hope thar if it ſucceeded well,it would proue a | 


' good ſtep or Ladder,to procurethe liberty of her Brother lames Fits 
Gerald, Sonne and Heire to Gerald Earle of Deſmond (laine (now 
Priſoner in the Tower) and to raiſe his fortunes. Laſtly ic was pub- 


would never condiſcend unto. Vpan theſe grounds in very ſecret 
manner, hee provided and ſent ahi agent, to ſound the incliciation of 
the Lady Margaret, for ſo was Dermonds Wite pamed , and finding 
her fit ro bee wrought upon, the Conditions ſhould be propounded, 
wiz. Thar if her husband would take Deſmond Priſoner , and deli- 


ceiue one thouſand pound ſterling ; and that he ſhould have a Com- 
pany of, mien in pay from the Queene,/ and other conditions of (atis- 
faction, to her ſelfe and her Brother ; The Meſſenger was no ſooner 
ſent about theſe importanr affaires, but that another occaſion offered 
it ſelfe unto the Preſident, of noleſſe moment then the former, to 
| aduance the ſervice : for immediately hereupon, one John Nugent 
ſomerimes ſervant to Sir Thomas Norris, late Preſident of Mounlter, 
pretending ſome wrongs and iniuriesto be offered unto him by che

And indeed verylikely 
hee was both to attempt and performe as much as he ſpake..-:;To ar- 
tempt becauſe hee was fo valiant anddaring, as that he did not feare 
any thing;and to execute, becauſe by reafon of his many outrages be- 
fore committed, the chiefe Rebels did repoſegreat conhdenice in him. 
The Preſident having contrived a plot for Iames Fits Thoma/(as is be- | 


fore ſhewed) gaue him in charge to undertake Toh his Brother : Bur ; . 


becauſe the matter might be caried without any ſuſpition, upon the | 
next morroww, the Councell being ſet, and a great concourſe of peo- | 
ple aflembled , Nugent renueth his ſuite for the continuance of his 
rote&tion. Bur the Preſident rehearſingin publike audience, a Ca- 
ralogue of his miſchievous outrages lately commieted, told the 
Councell, that having farther enquired, and better conſidered of 
Man and Matter , for his part hee thought it an action of very ill ex- |

By this time Sir (/harles Wilmot » as. hee was directed, was come out

inſtantly, to take Bonnaght of them in Connilogh , and for that pur- 
poſe had inveighled Morru fits Thomas , called the Lord of the Clen- 
lis to deliver unto him the ſtrong Caſtle of Glancoyne , the cuſtodie 
whereof (to ſauce her Majeſties charge)had beene commirted to him 
the yeare before, and becauſe no ſuſpicion might be conceived of the

haue the charge or cuſtodic thereof. The Priſoner beſides the Cattle 


of Blarney had two places (kept by his Dependants) of good im- | 


portance to commaund the Countrey ; the onean Abbey called Kil- 
crey , diſtant from Corke ſ1xe myles, and the other a Caſtle called 
Mocrumpe, ſ{1xteene miles diſtant from Corke ; the former ſituated 


upon the South , and the latter upon the North fide of the River of | 


Lee. The Caſtle and Abbey of Kilcrey was rendred to Captaine 
Francu Slingsbie,ſent thither by the Prefident; Bur Mocrumpe ſea- 
ted inthe heart of Maron andintnngd round about with woods 
and bogges, could not be gotten without the countenance of an Ar- 
mie; therefore the Preſident ſent firſt Captaine Flower, and after- 
wards Sir Charles Wilmott, with competent numbers of Foot and 
Horſe to lye before it, untill ſuch time asthey might gaine it by Sapp 
or Myne, or by ſome other ftratageme, as time and occaſionthould 
miniſter opportunity. During this ſiege the Preſident caſt about 
for his wite and children, and having gotten them likewiſe into his 
hands, confined them within the walles of Corke. Theſe things 
thus accompliſhed , the Preſident diſpatched Letters both to the 
Lords of her Majeſties Privie Councell of England, and alſo to the 
Lord Deputicand Councell of Ireland relating unto them the ap- 
prehenſion of Cormocke , and the reaſons inducing him thereunto, 
deſiring alſoto receiuetheir Lordſhips pleaſures for his further pro- 
ceedings inthis buſineſſe ; but before anſwere could bee returned, 
an unfortunate accident unexpected altered the whole platforme of 
this intended ſervice : For Cormocks followers had plotted his eſcape, 
and likewiſe to procure (/ormock Oge his eldeſt fonne, (who was 
then a Student in Oxford) to bee convayed ſecretly out of the Vani-

unto him art large the great prejudice that ſhould ariſe to her Maje- 
{ties Service, if the priſoner ſhould eſcape, that the Queenes charge, 
and his owne paines and laborious travell, wereall fruſtrated : yeaif 
the Spaniards f ould arriue(as they were expe#ed) the whole king- 
dome of Ireland ſhould receive hazard-and prejudice by it : Where- 
fore hecharged him upon his duty tothe State , his allegeanceto her

| Counſaile , if the.army:of Spatne be ſo great as is both reported by 
' thoſe that come "nn: can , and expected heere, letus make no 
' doubt, but hewill.bee Maſter. of the field (forthe preſent) and will 
| ſo hold himſelfe, except the: Armie of Ireland bee reenforced roa 
 farre higher Lift; the chargewwhereof will make (if I bee not decei- 
| ved) both England and Irtland togroanc : Wherefore the belt way 
(in my conceit ).to moderate ſuch huge Expences , is for the preſenc 
to be carelefit of the Countreys generally throughout the kingdome; 
tor in ſeeking both to defend them, and ro make head againſt the E- 
' &emy,wvill be too heavie a burden. The principall regard which we 
 ouſhero haue, : is of the Cities, in every of which I doe wiſh a 
ſtrong Gariſon borh of Horſe and foot, able to defend a ſiege : when 
the Eriemicſhall ſce that wee are diſperſed into Garriſons, either hee 
will preſently ( in his beſt ſtrengrh ) goeto beſiege one of thole pla- 

ces,or elle difderſe, (becauſe hee hath the Countrey to friend) as wee 
doe,if. he attempe the beſieging of anyof ourplaces aforeſaid, there 
is no doubt, bur in fuch a buſineſſe he will unice alt his forces in one,

the King to an ineftimable charge,and hazard by Sea, co victuall and 
releeue his Army., which otherwiſe will periſh; ealeche Queenes 


| charge, and (ecurethechiefe Townes, which is chiefely (and aboue 
| allotherchings)ro be reſpeed.: Suppoling the Army would land in 


Mounfter, in it I would haue principall regard of Corke, Limerick, 
and Waterford, in either of which Cities I'doe with there might be

To make itappeare more probableunto you , that theſe Garriſons 
will be able to ruine all che Countrey at their pleaſures,alchough che 
Enemy bce never ſo ſtrong : itcannor beedenyed bur {ixechouſa1d 
foote and fixe hundred horle may bee drawen from the Garriſons, 
and yet thoſe left againſt the Iriſh, and Towneſmen ſufficiently guar- 
ded ; with ſucha light Army , the Commander may goe where hee 
liſt, and lodge as neere.che Spaniard (wichour harme) as heethinkes 

ood : for vee haue the; ſame advantage upon them, as thelrith in

tayned that courſe ; and ſecondly, finding the Engliſh poſſeſſed of all 
his ſtrong/holds;both onthe ſides; and'in the very heart of his Coun- 
rrey;; and laſtly; his eldeſt fonne then by the procuremenc of the Pre- 
ſident priſoner in Bnglandzand his yonger ſongwirh his wife,daugh- 
ter, and ſome of his moſt-reſpected followers cloſe priſoners in 
Corke, thought it his wileſt courſe co adhere unto the Stare, if his 
humble ſubmiſſion might beeaccepted./ | Vpon this reſolution the

Our forces under the Lord Barry and Sir George Thornton met with 
Sir Charles Iilmot , upon the ſeven and twentieth of December, the 
thirtieth wee ——_— in Glangarrem , on alittle plot of dry ground, 
(environed with woods and bogs) of ſo ſmall capacitie, as moſt of 

our Guards and Sentinels were held cither on nk orintheedge 
of the wood , and yet was there notſo much firme groundrtogether, 
within fiue miles ofthar place ; within two miles thereof encamped 


Campe was ſctled , the Rebels entertayneda skirmiſh for an houres 
ſpace, and hurtthree of our men, whereof Captaine Staffords Licu- 
tenant , William Teffries was one ; the ſame night they gaue us an 
alarme, and powred into our quarter a volley of (hot, bur being en- 
countered with our Guards adjoyning were repulſed and driveninto 
the wood.

After the Lord Deputie departed, by reaſon of Eaſterly winds the 
Preſident was ſtayed abouethree weekes in Dublin , during which |} 
time,every day Poſts were emploied berweenethem, untill the rvven- 
tieth of March , which was the day the Lord Preſident fer (aile for 
England; the day following hee arrived at Bewmarris :'at his com- 
ming to Cheſter, hee met with the lamentable newes of the deceaſe 
of his good and gracious Miſtreſſe Queene Elizabeth, for whom, (as 
he had good cauſe) he extreamely mourned ; But two dayes follow- 
ing (being at Lichfield) he aſsiſted the Major inthe proclaiming of 
King Iames,which gaue him new life, whom 1 beſcech God long to 
preſerue and continue his Poſteritie for ever, over his triumphant 
Monarchy of Great Brittaine and Ireland.
